On two previous occasions negotia-

Dioceses of Church 


BUSINESS AT FIRST CONVENTION 


Number ol Communicants and Amount 


ol Property of Every Parish in the 


New Diocese. Other Interest- 


ing Facts About the 


Division 


, By- th« vot» of the clerical and lay 
delegates in the annual 
convention, 


by the approval <of ttre bishop and fin- 
ally by the act of the general conven- 
tion in San Francisco, the Episcopal 
diocese of Massachusetts has been di- 
vided by setting off all that portion 
west of the eastern boundary of Wor- 
cester 
county, except the town of 


Southboro, and making of it a new dio- 
. 
'All that now rftrnains to legally es- 


tablish the new diocese is to organize 
it. That work will be done in a con- 
vention which will meet in Springfield 
November 19, at wliioh Bishop Law- 
rence will preside. 


'The rules of order of the diocese of 
Massachusetts will govern the con- 
vention until others may be adopted, 
and with! these all the members who 
al-e to be, or have been chosen, are fa 
zniliar. 


There is some question whether the 


convention will permanently establish 
its rules at the first session, the prob- 
ability being that one or more commis 
sions will be chosen to formulate these 
as well as the canons of the diocese, 
and to report ait the next annual con- 
vention, the present customs and laws 
to remain in operation until that time. 


A bishop is to be elected, but some 


doubt is expo-eased by churchmen as to 
whether that will be accomplished at 
the coming nqeeting, Several names 
have been mentiond but there is an 
idea in some minds that tnere should 
be no haste in the selection. 


There will be plenty of other busi- 


ness for the convention, however, and 
under the guiding hand of such a pre- 
siding Officer as 
Bishop 
Lawrence 


there is little doubt that it will be expe 
ditiously 
dispatched and thoroughly 
accomplished. 


The most important offices to be fill- 


ed and in even which more interest is 
manifested 
tfhan 
in the "standing 


committee" -will bo places on a board 
of trustees for the Episcopal fund of 
$100,000, the gift of eastern 
churches 


and their individual members. 


Pioneer Movement 


The action is without a parallel in 


th« history of the American church. As 
Massachusetts was the first to make 
provision for an allowance or pension 
for retiring clergymen, so now 'she jg 
the pioneer in the endowment with an 
episcopal fund sufficient to suport a 
bishop in a new diocese which she is 
sending forth from her side. 


By thjs 
^ act the new 
diocese is 


made especially strong financially in 
•comparison with 'others well known 
Thus the diocese of ^Albany has an 
episcopal fund of only $63,887, central 
New York $76,504, Pittsburg, 54,144 and 
central Pennsylvania $41,503. ' 


The number of communicants is 50 


per cent more than that of the diocese 
of Albany 90 per cent more than cen- 
tral Pennsylvania and 400 more than 
Pittsbjjjjr at the time of their estab- 
lishment, and is larger than in 35 
droceses now existing; while the con- 
firmations last year numbered more 
than in 86 existing dioceses in the coun 
try, and the offerings exceeded those 
of 39. 


But these are not the only elements 


which1 "will render the new diocese a 
'strong one. Within its borders are 
two of the finest New England colleges 
JWilUams and Amherst, and the lar- 
gest college for women in the world, 
Smith, besides that of Mt. Holyoke. 
There are many other splendid insti- 
tutions of learning in the territory, at 
which more than 3000 students pursue 
their studies.

CONTINUED FBOM FIRST PAOJfi 


subjected many of them broke down 
and wept. The members of the court 
displayed evidences of emotion and Ad- 
miral Si-hley Iiiuiself was plainly moved. 
He snt, leaning back, wifb his hands be- 
hind his head. II's chin twitched and ns 
his counsel said he could afford to wait 
the verdict of posterity, two big teaiv 
rolled down his cheeks. He moved un- 
rasily to conceal his emotion and, under 
the preteus<> 01" adjusting his glasses 
brushed the tears aside. For fully 30 
ieconds after Mr. Hayner closed there 
was not a 
sound. Then 1h.« tension 


broke in a loud burst of applause. 


Admiral Dewey. after about half a 


minute, arose to remind the spectator-; 
that such a demonstration was out of 
place. A moment aftenvard the court 
adjourned, the Judge advocate pleading 
that he could cot well go on. 


Then another remarkable thing hap- 


pened. As scwm as the gavel fell the en- 
tire audience surged forward to shake 
the hands of Admiral Schley and Mr. 
TJayner. But the on-coming spectators 
fell back a 'Jioaieut as they saw Admiral 
Jkewey and his two associates move 
•round the table as if by a common im- 
pulse and congratulate Admiral Schley 
•nd his counsel. Judge Advocate Lemly 
also came forward to join in the con- 
gratulations. Then the public had Its 
Inning and for 15 minutes after tho court 
adjourned Admiral Schley and Mr. 
Eayner were kept busy shaking hands. 


Mr. Rayner's argument consumed the 


whole day of the court except for half 
an hour at the opening, which Captain 
Parkier, his associate counsel, occupied 
In concluding. 


Mr. Eayner took up the specifications 


oae by one, reserving those relating to 
the retrograde movement until the last. 
So far as he was able to do so be used 
the testimony of the department's wit- 
nesses to prove his contentions. With 
regard to the retrograde movement, 
which he discuss-ed with jrreater se- 
riousness than he did the other specifi- 
cations, he adduced in justification not 
only all Admiral Schley's reasons for be- 
lieving the Spanish fleet was not in San- 
tiago, but he argued that every officer 
charged with the responsibility of com- 
mand necessarily must be clothed with 
discretion in carrying out instructions. 


He displayed good temp« in adverting 


to the testimony of most of the officers, 
•specially the ranking officers who 
ae.emed to contradict his client, giv- 
ing them in each case credit for honesty 
•f purpose. But, with a few, he dealt 
unsparingly. TVood, Potts and Bristol 
be held up to rUliccle. . 
. Mr. Eayner referred sarcastically to 
th* testimony of Lieutenant Bristol, say- 
Ing among other things, "His vision was 
a 
divine inspiration. Sextants and 


stadimetres, compass bearings, govern- 
ment measurements and hydrographic 
plates, were all dim and obscure in com- 
parison with the miraculous power of 
his unaided vision which lit up and il- 
luminated the entire harbors of Cienf ue- 
gos and Santiago with the unerring pre- 
ciaion of the morning sunbeams. Gov- 
ernment experts with mathematical ac- 
curacy had measured the heights of 
Morro castle and Socapa battery, but 
down they -H-rnt 10-"* feet when they en-

Mr. Rayner, in -discussing the specifi 


cation whicn dealt with the loop of tlit 
Brooklyn on J#foL$. *cd tbe possibility 
of colliaiBatJ^fiftSe Texas, said 
b> 


stood up«B "rlSe.vtesUaumy of Oaptaia 
Cook, who Lftd-thc'l*>st opportunity tc 
give all the Information about the loop. 
What might hare happened had th? 
Brooklyn turned to port was purely « 
matter of conjecture. The turn in th;> 
other direcriea waa completely suc- 
cessful. It was iBtimated that the turu 
to the southward had not been to get 
away from the enemy, yet it was an un- 
aisputable fact that the turn ha 
brought the' Brooklyn closer to th 
Spanish fleet and she received 30 of the 
43 shots which struck the American 
ships. Captain Cook's testimony, he 
said, illumined this manoeuvre and he 
planted himself upon this testimony. 


Mr. Rayner then discussed the testi- 


mony of Heilaer and Hodgson and in 
this connection ridiculed the chart pre- 
pared by the navigators of the ships in 
the battle. 


In his evidence, said Mr. Eayner. Lieu- 


tenan t Commander Heilner said the 
Brooklyn passed across the bows of the 
Texas less tlian 130 yards away, while 
on the chart which he helped to pre- 
pare, the distance between the two 
sbips is given ns 2-JOO feet. 


This whole controversy about the loop 


seemed to have been started to prove 
that the Brooklyn ran away. When this 
failed an attempt was made to drag in 
the alleged danger to the Texas. 


The testimony of Captain Cook, he 


declared, exploded both. The counsel 
on the other side. l;e said, would have 
to argue that Captain Cook's testimony 
could not be relied upon or abandon th« 
specification about the loop and the dan- 
ger of colliding with the Texas. 


After readiugtlie testimony of several 


officers as to the splendid bearing of Ad- 
miral Schley, Mr. Rayner read the tes- 
timony of Mr. Porls to the effect that 
the admiral appeared nervous; "that he 
gat up and sat down " 


"Lieutenant Potts," went on Mr. Itay- 


ner, "has covered himself with renown. 
His name will echo through the ages of 
nndying fame. When Manila shall be 
forgotten and Santiago will be buried in 
oblivion, the name of Potts shall live. 
Whenever an admiral or a commodore 
or a captain is engaged in the carnage o£ 
mortal conflict, beware of Potts. Be- 
ware of your looks. Be careful how you 
walk. Be careful how you sit down. 
Be reserved and reticent in your speech. 
Model your entire course and conduct of 
action according to Potts, that pre- 
cocious child of the kindergarten, who 
confesses he was always scared in 
battle, but who, unfortunately, was 
never engaged in any battles sufficient 
enough to arouse ate tim Idity." , 


Discussing dispatch No. 7, known as 


the "dear Schley" letter, Mr. Bayaer con- 
tended that the order conveyed IB that 
message 
made it incnaabent upon 


Schley to remain at Cienfuegos. He de- 
claret! that this wa^i the'kfff 
to the 


whole case and that it did not admit of 
any construction 
than that Scbley 


should remain at Cienfuegos. Mr. Ray- 
ner rend the department's orders to 
Sampson directing him to notify Schley 
by the Iowa, to proceed off Santiago. 
Sampson, instead of transmitting that 
order and re-enforcing it, had trans- 
mitted it with directions to Schley to re- 


main off Cienfuegoa OB the ground {hat 
the holding of that port would offer tit 
best chance of capturing and destroying 
the Spanish fleet. 


This modification of the department's 


orders by Admiral Sampson had been 
followed bj order No. S, directing him 
•'if satisfied that the fleet was not in 
Cienf uegos to proceed, but cautiously to 
Santiago." In this connection Mr. Ray- 
ner discussed the McCalla. memoran- 
dum, which he said had never been in- 
tended f«r 'Schley. but the commander- 
in-chief at Key West. The memorandum 
contained not a word about the means of 
communicating with tbe insurgents. 
Order No. 8, upon which the counsel oa 
the other side laid &o much stress, he 
said, did not permit Schley to leave until 
satisfied that the Spaniards were not in 
Cienf uegos. If it had reached Schley, 
as Sampson believed it would, by 2 a. 
m., April '23. he could not have left. 
That dispatch reached Schley at 8 a. 
m., ApriV2,% and on that day the \du!a 
was seat In -a fact which Mr. Rayner 
said he regarded as one of the most im- 
portant of the campaign. When th* 
Adula did net come out the next day. as 
her skipper had agreed to do, Schley 
was atill further confirmed in the be- 
lief that Cervera was at Cienf uegos.

THE TBANS-SIBEBIAN ROAD 


The announcement that the great 


trans-Siberian railway is now com- 
plete is one of huge interest to ail the 
world. It furnishes the shortest rail 
connection between the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans, it opens up what is 
practically a new continent, and It 
gives Russia an impressive strength 
that other powers will hardly under- 
estimate. 


The new road runs from St. Peters- 


burg, capital of Russia, to Vladivo- 
stock, a commercial port on the Pa- 
cific, a little north of Corea. Its dis- 
tance is approximately 4700 miles, and 
its construction has taken ten years, 
while its total cost has been some- 
thing like $400,000,000 or a little less.

ciated in civilized minds only with the 
horrors of the Russian penal system, 
is opened up to immigration, and the 
west connected 
with 
the east. lts 


progress, as year by year additional

terest. It shows how specialism has 
come into the business in wftich Mass- 
achusetts formerly held the lead in all 
branches. 


During the past t«n years the capital 


employed has increased 86 per cent , 
while the value of the output has In- 
creased 61 per cent. The state of New 
York shows the greatest gain in this 
direction, that state now leading all 
others 
in the total output. Maine 


heads the list for per centag* of in- 
crease. 


As for Massachusetts, this state still 


heads the list in the line of fine ca- 
pers, such mills as those at Adams 
and Dalton helping 
to 
keep this 


state well to the fr'ont for finer work. 
Ten years ago Massachusetts led all 
states in the capital invested, but the 
development' of the past decade has 
been to give to his state first rank in 
the manufacture of fine paper, and to 
give to other states the lead in the 
manufacture of newspaper and wra^- 
pingr papers.

YEAR'S POSTAL BUSINESS. 


BeceipU. 8111,631,103) Net Deftclt 


About $4,OOO.OOO. 


Auditor Henry A. Castle of the post- 


office department at Washington has 
closed the books of the postal service 
for tbe fiscal year ended June 30 last, 
something ov-er three months being al- 
ways required to balance the ledger 
accounts with 77,000 postmasters and 
make all the other settlements required 
with the numerous branches of the 
system. The results of the year's busi- 
ness are as follows: 


Receipts, $111,63J,193.39; expendi- 


tures, $115,654$2£S7; net deficit (in- 
cluding losses by 'fire, etc.), $3,981.- 
520.71. The deficit for the fiscal year 
is thus shown to be less than $4,000,000 
and about $1,500,000 smaller than for 
the preceding year. Owing to tbe ex- 
tension of mral free delivery and other 
augmented appropriations ia every de 
partment, l»ie expenses of the service 
were $8,200,900 greater than the pre- 
ceding year, but the continuance of the 
nation's prosperity raised the receipto 
more than $0,250,000. 


There has been a steady decrease In 


postal deficits during the past ten 
years. In round figures they were $11,- 
500,000 in 1S97; $9,000,000 in 1898; $6,- 
600,000 in 1JB99; $5,500,000 in 1900 and 
$4,000,000 iu 1901. If this percentage 
of shrinkage in the deficit should con- 
tinue, It would be entirely wiped out 
within three yearsu ' 


It Is considered Significant of the In- 


creased business activity of the conn- 
try that while owing to enormous ex- 
tensions of the postal service its ex- 
penditures have increased $21,500,000, 
or 22 per cent, in five years, its revenue 
has increased $29jOOO,000, equivalent to 
35 per cent, during the same period. 


Tbe auditor's report also shows the 


transactions of the postal money order 
business for the same period. Every 
money order issued in the United 
States comes into the auditor's office 
as a voucher, and all' the accounts are 
kept and settlements made with post- 
masters in that bureau. The aggre- 
gate amount of money orders Issued 
during the year'was $294,618,680.99. 
The amount paid was J281.554,711.72. 
The difference between these tw$ 
amounts represents principally money 
orders issued in this country and paid 
in foreign countries. 


The total of monetary transactions 


of the postofnce department, including 
postal receipts and 
revenues and 


money orders issued and paid, foots 
up for the fiscal year 1901, $803,359,- 
57G.97. This total was less than $715,- 
000,000 for the next preceding fiscal

A CLOSE ELECTION. 


IN THIS CONTEST A DOLLAR WAS 


THE DECIDING FACTOR. 


The Story of a» Election IB mm Ohio 


Railroad Tawa—Tb« I'nUnpeacba- 
»le Evidence That Succeeded I» 
Getting In the Last Vote. 
"Guess you fellows never heard how 


the almighty dollar settled an election in 
Ohio," said the man with the full beard, 
looking arouud lor an answer in the eyes 
Of his companions, but getting none. 


"Well," he wfut on, "a dollar isn't 


much money, but 1 know that that dollar 
was the only ouv nsed in the campaign. 
The election took place in the little town 
of North Bond, O.. in the fall of 1887. It 
was an election for a mayor. The town 
had a population of just 477, of which 
number exactly seventy-st-ven were vot- 
ers—that is, there were seventy-seven 
men who could vote according to the pre- 
election figures, but two days before elec- 
tion day Charlie Cain, the grocer's son, 
got a job in n wholesale house in Cincin- 
nati and left town, so the number went 
down to seventy-six—even number, re- 
member. 


"Now 
I'll explain right here that the 


town of North Bend, O., lies between 
two hills on the north shore of the Ohio 
river, which takes a sharp turn at that 
point. That's how the town got its name. 
North Bend has been a railroad town 
ever since the choochoos began to run out 
in that section. Two railroads, the 0. and 
M. and the Big Four, turn there. There 
is a big switchyard in the town wheie a 
heap of freight is shunted and shifted 
around. 


"Every one in the town talked railroad 


and dreamed railroad and heard trains in 
his sleep. The ambition of every small 
boy was to sit at the throttle some day or 
wave a lantern from a string of cars. 
Distinction in the town was based on the 
number of rides each man had taken or 
the number of wrecks he had survived. 


"The candidates for mayor were old 


Billy Meader and Tommy Gleason. Head- 
er was sixty and had been an engineer 
most Of his life, but had been retired on 
a pension and a crutch. He had three 
sons railroading. Gleason was a young 
man and was one of the telegraph opera- 
tors in the switch tower at the head of 
the yards. As both were railroaders the 
contest narrowed to a fight between the 
older and th» younger members of the 
community.

A NATIONAL QUESTION. 


Game Fremcrvntlon Difficult Became 


State Laws Conflict. 


Tbe interdependence of states in the 


matter of game laivs may be illustrnt 
ed by one or two examples, says Les 
lie's Weekly. The New England states 
without exception protect the robin, 
but their efforts can never produce tbe 
best results so long as the bird is 
treated as game during its winter so- 
jou«i> in the south and killed for mar 
ket 
Eastern cities now obtain their 


supplies of quail, prairie chickens and 
other game very largely from distant 
states in the west. 
Nebraska finds 


that her quail are being rapidly killed 
off to supply the markets of Philadel- 
phia and other eastern cities and for 
her own protection prohibits the ship- 
ment of birds from the state, whilt 
Pennsylvania, finding her supply of 
quail entirely inadequate to meet the 
local demand, declares that birds taken 
within the state shall not be sold at 
any time. 


The Philadelphia game dealers con 


tend that this law cannot restrict sales 
of game brought in from other states 
and accordingly supply their customers 
in season nnd out with imported quai! 
kept in cold storage. High prices stim- 
ulate their agents In Nebraska to evadt 
the shipping law and their country 
correspondents In Pennsylvania to Ig 
nore the local law, and tbe native bird.' 
when placed on sale carmot be dlstin 
guished from those which are import 
ed. Game preservation in Penasylva 
nla thus becomes doubly difficult. Un 
der the operation of nonexpert laws tht 
supply of quail from tbe west is dtmin 
Isbed, prices naturally rise, and a pre 
miusa is placed on tbe destruction ol 
native birds. Unless the state can en 
force the law with respect to imported 
game she cannot effectually protect hei 
own birds.

John Armstrong Ch'anler; the divorc- 


ed husband of Amelie Rives, now 
Princess Troubetskoy, the noted Vir- 
ginia author, replying to a recent tel- 
egram from the New York Journal ask- 
ing a detailed statement of his plans 
for publication and details touching his 
scientific study entitled the "X Facul- 
ty," said: 


I have as yet made no arrangements 


for publication, as John Chilton, the 
alias under which I lived for two 
months in Lynchburg, could hardly 
negotiate with publishers for the work 
of John Armstrong Chauler. I lean, 
however, toward publishing all my 
works myself. 


Before touching the "X Faculty" a 


few extracts from scientific authorities 
are needful. I quote from the work 
of Frank Podmore, A. M., entitled 
"Studies In Psychical Research" (Put- 
nams), chapter 12: 


"SECONDARY CONSCIOUSNESS. 


"Of late years attention has been 


strongly directed to certain mental 
states in which actions such as or- 
dinarily imply the accompaniment of 
will and intelligence are performed 
without leaving any trace on the nor- 
mal consciousness. Such unconscious- 
ness or subconscious cerebral activities 
play a large part in psychical research. 
Some of the most striking and charac- 
teristic manifestations of what we 
have called telepathy testify to these 
submental activities. The phenomena 
of clairvoyance and spMt impersonat- 
ing are connected with mental states 
divided by a more or less definite line 
from the normal working life. 
The 


study of u.» pnotism indeed is little else 
than the investigation of the workings 
of a secondary state of consciousness." 


It is important, then, for the right 


appreciation of, or evidence in general 
and indispensable and as regards the 
matters to be considered in tha suc- 
ceeding chapter, to have soine knowl- 
edge of the facts roughly brought to- 
gether under the heading of secondary 
consciousness. 
So far observers for 


the most part have centered their at- 
tention on one set of the phenomena to 
be explained, and the explanation put 
forward has been proportionally one 
sided and inadequate. There remains 
as the only generalization which is 
professedly founded on a comprehen- 
sive survey of all the facts at issue the 
hypothosis put forward by the late W. 
II. F. Myers, president of the Society 
For rsychical Research of England, in 
his paper on the subliminal conscious- 
ness, supported to some extent by Dr. 
Max Dessoir, author of "Das Doppen- 
licli." 


The following passage contains a con- 


cise statement of the theory as held 
by Dn Dessoir: 


"In the course of ordinary life cer- 


tain actions occur which presuppose 
for their origination all the faculty of 
the hum.an'spirit, but which neverthe- 
less work themselves out without the 
knowledge of the agent The actions 
we term automatic. Among them are 
certain automatic movements as the 
act of dressing oneself or of retracing 
a well known path and some other au- 
tomatic performances, such as count- 
Ing one's steps or adding up columns 
of the figures. The latter acts plainly 
indicate the existence of a separate 
train of memory implied upon them, 
and, 
moreover, although they take 


place without the agent's knowledge, 
they cannot take place without his con- 
sciousness. They cannot be truly un- 
conscious acts. They must in some 
fashion belong to a subconsciousness, 
which in its relation to the far more 
potent upper consciousness may best J 
be understood if ire consider It as a 


secondary consciousness, and if we re- 
gard consciousness and the memory 
as the mental constituents of an ego 
we may boldly say that every man 
conceals within himself the germs of a 
secondary personality." 


The "X Faculty" is founded upon the 


above extracts as well as the profound 
researches of Professor Flo'jraoy, pro- 
fessor of psychology in the "University 
of Geneva, Switzerland, aa exemplified 
in his book, "From India to Mars" 
(Harpers); also ia Professor William 
James' (professor of psychology in Har- 
vard university) work of 1,400 pages 
entitled "The Principles of Psycholo- 
gy" (Holt). 


In conclusion I will say^that the "X 


faculty" Is pre-eminently the literary 
faculty. 
Before the development of ; 


the "X faculty" in me I never wrote 
a line of poetry, and since then I have 
written the "X Faculty," a short study 
in advanced experimental psychology, 
shortly to be published; a historical 
novel, well under way, which I expect 
to finish by next spring; a theatrical 
blank verse play, also well under way, 
founded on an incident in the said 
novel, and finally 400 sonnets. 


All of this has been done since my ar- 


rest and Incarceration, the 13th day of 
March, 1S97.

TESTED IN A RIGID MANNER. 


Chronometer* of Ship* Mnat Be Be- 


yond Possibility ot Error. 


There is a popular belief that chronom- 


feters, those delicate pieces of mechanism 
which enable the mariner to tell to a 
nicety where ho is upon the ocean, a-e 
tnade only iu England. One will be told 
*ren in Maiden lane, New York, that 
England fs chronometer maker for the 
•world. This was true at one time, but 
How, according to shipmasters, America 
turns out excellent chionometers. 


Many of the instruments in use in the 


United States are of American make, 
ffbese chronometers are purchased ou 
trial. The delicate instrument is sub- 
jected to extremes of temperature by 
neans of which its variations are ascer- 
tained. No instrument leaves the mak- 
er's hands until it has been thoroughly 
tested or before if is three years old. In 
this period there is ample opportunity for 
developing its peculiarities. When it is 
understood that an error of four seconds 
«n the part of the chronometer will put a 
•kipper a mile out of his course, the ne- 
cessity of the most careful and thorough 
test is apparent. 


Even when an instrument bas been 


tested to the satisfaction of the experts 
•nd has been finally adjusted only a skill- 
ed man can be allowed to carry It from 
the workshop to the ship. One firm alone 
bas a dozen of these carriers constantly 
(employed. They are not, of course, deal- 
Ing all the time in new chronometers; 
there are from 400 to 500 always in 
ctock from ships arriving in this port 
from all parts of the world. As soon as 
* ship comes into port its chronometer is 
usually sent ashore for rating—that is to 
cay, it is carefully observed until the ship 
is ready to sail, when the variation is re- 
ported to the captain, who can make his 
calculations accordingly. 


The chronometers of the transatlantic 


liners are sent ashore for rating every 
time they come into pore. The greatest 
care is taken of chronometers on board 
chip, and on all first class ships there are 
Usually three, one being for deck observa- 
tion. The most perfect ono of the lot is 
usually placed in a dry but well ventilat- 
ed apartment amidships, where it is firm- 
ly screwed down, and, should there be 
(ear of dampness, wrapped in a heavy 
iwoolen blanket. On the government ves- 
•els the chronometer is placed in a case 
lined and padded with curled hair, which 
keeps It from being marred. The small- 
wit speck of rust on the balance spring 
night cause a chronometer to loso its ac- 
curacy. A first class chronometer costs 
$250, and one of the same grade capable 
0f telegraphing its own time sells at $450. 
—New York Post.

It Includes Objection To a Third Term 


for Present Mayor, Promise of 


Economy and Enforcement el 


Eight Hour Law 


John H. Mack, who has had his eye 


on the mayoralty nomination of the 
democrats for some time, makes offi- 
cial announcement of his candidacy 
today, and when seen by a Transcript 
reporter this morning- made a state- 
ment of his position and some of the 
issues he expects to see brought to the 
front in this year's 
campaign. 
He 


said: 


"I have no objection to saying that 


if the citizens of this city desire me-to 
be a candidate for mayor I will do so. 
In coming- to this conclusion I realiz" 
that it will be an unequal contest, but' 
this condition will not alter my zeal in 
the least to battle to win.'' 


Reference was made to the third 


term and any issue that might be 
made of that and 
Mr. Mack con- 


tinued' 


"Well, you can look at this matter 


in different ways. Personally, I have 
always understood the rule of political 
etiquette to be that when an .extra- 
ordinary term of office is asked for by 
any man, it is generally on the grounds 
that some reform has characterized 
his administration, or some work has 
been started during his term and left 
uncompleted. If such a condition ex- 
ists as to the administration of Mayor 
Wilkinson he should be given a third 
term. 
Two years ago, when Mayor 


Cady was talked of for a third term it 
was unpopular with the very men who 
are now asking for Mayor Wilkin- 
son, 
although 
I 
consider 
Mayor 


Cady one of the most active and use- 
ful mayors the city has ever had. 
Under these circumstances it seems a 
little inconsistent to ask for a third 
term for Mayor Wilkinson. However, 
this is a matter that I don't wish to 
talk of further. A man has a right to 
.aspire to mayor of this city for a 
dozen terms, but it remains with the 
people to say whether or not his ambi- 
tions shall be gratified." 


On the subject of his policy, if elect- 


ed, he said: 


"We can only judge of the future by 


the past. If I agreed with all that 
has been done I should not be a can- 
didate against Mr. Wilkinson; but I. 
do not. That system of municipal leg- 
islation that In creases our debt from 
$600,000 to $1,100,000 in six- years, and 
with so little to show for it, I can no 
longer endorse. And this is said with- 
out the slightest ill feeling toward any 
man or men, but at the same time with 
honest and conscientious convictions." 


Mr. Mack insisted that the 
eight 


hour law would be one of the issues of 
the campaign, saying: 


"I am certainly in favor of enforcing 


all laws. But in this case I am not 
only in favor of the law, but as an ab- 
stract principle I believe in legislation 
that tends to create a shorter work 
day. It seems to me that 20th century 
civilization demands it., -1 favor the 
law for work done by the. city by con- 
tract or otherwise. 
But •. perhaps • I 


have said all I ought to just at pres- 
ent. Later if the opportunity be given 
me I shall be glad to give my fellow 
citizens my reasons for the faith that 
is in me. And let me say right here 
that if people who are not satisfied 
with existing conditions wish any one 
else for candidate in my place I shall 
accept the situation with confidence in 
their wisdom, for I believe in the wis- 
dom of the great mass of people. But 
on the other hand if they think I am 
the man to make the fight I am at 
their service. If I become mayor of 
this city I shall try to give the citizens 
a conservative yet a progressive admin 
istration, and one devoid of toadyism 
or servility of any kind."
